AARRISBURG, July 8.—Although Gov-
ernor Pattison has never thrown “out the
least intimation that he has the calling of
troops into active service in view to main-
tin peace in Homestead, it has leaked out
that by his direetion between 25,000 and
80,000 cartridges have been shipped to &
Western point from the State arsenal

The sending of this ammunition is nosign
that the Governor has made up hls mind to
invoke military aid in the settlement of the
inbor dispute at Homestead, but is simply
& precantionary measure The ammunition
has been transported to a point where it ean
readily be utilized if the Governor should
find s demand for the interference of the
militia of the State necessary.

The present Governor had an illnstration
of the truth of this statement in the long
retention of the troops in the coke regions
to doguard duty,and incidentally to protect
landlords in the eviction of their tenants
wheo had rebelled against whut they supposed
was an invasion of their rights, In this case
the Goevervor had, however. tangible
evidenee that the civil power had been put
to its fell test, and that it had proved in-
slequate to the suppression of disonder.
Althouzh only two regiments were called
out, the expense to the Siate was over §35,-
000, owing to the ‘protracted service the
military was required to pertorm.

During Governor Pattison’s first term

They were read in the headquarters of the
Jocked-out workmen and their effect was
magieal. They represented the good-will
wishes and offers of financial sasistance
from at least 60,000 workers.

*Hoid the fort!” was the magnetio slogan
from the Builders' Trades Council of Chi-
cago, and it was taken up sand sounded from
end to end of the little borough. There is
not & ident of H. tead whose sym-
pathies are not with the men who are fight-
ing tor a principle as well as bread and
butter, and the merchasts and tradesmen
are imbued with all the feeling and the
enthusiasm of the workmen.

All the Rallroads Belng Closely Watched
for Tralns Bearing Pinkortons—Traln
Men in Symopathy With the Workers and
Promilse Tim«ly Warning.

There are about 1,200 of them, of whom 800
are employed in the warious mills of the
Oliver Iron and Steel Company and the
Oliver sand Roberts Wire Company. )
others are workmen of the Pork House mill
of the Pittsburg Forge and Iron Company.
These mills are closed down, and the
men are temporarily out of work
They are organized into various lodges
of the Amalgamsated Association. Many
of them are said to be in Homestead to as-
sist the workmen thers to hold theirground.
Those who have remained at home have,
through their lodge organizations, formed a

detense commit com| of three men
from each loul‘leo'agn. his committes has
posted guards at various points along the
tracks of the Pittsburt, Ft. Wayne and
Chieago Railroad and the Cleveland and
Pittsburg Railroad. These men are taking
eight-hour turns and ean call out a large
bog{ of men in a short time.

e Railway Trainmen are sffiliated with
the Amalgamated Association in the Amer-
ican Federation of Labor. Every brake-
man of the roads is in sympathy with the
men at Homestead. If a Pinkerton train is
brought trom say point on either of the
Pennsylvania Company’s IMes it will not
get into Allegheny City as quietly and
easily as the train did last Tuesday night.

men. .

The Columbus Tron Works, situated at
Columbus, O., has a large plant which was
built in 1854 The works comprise 2
single snd 7 double puddling furnaces, 4
heating furnaces nndrtnin of rolls The
rroﬂuar. is merchant bars, light T rails and
ron for harness and saddlery work. All
kinds of chains are also manufactured. The
annusl capacity on a single turn is 11,000
net tons,. Employment is given to 150 men.

. The Oliver & Roberta’ Wire Rod Mill is
at No. 801 Bingham st Sonthside, Pitts-
burg. The works were built in 1884 and
first put into operation June 12 of the same
year, The company has four heating fur-
naces and four train of rolla The product
in wire rods amounts to 50,000 unet tons
every year. The wire department manu-
faotures wire of all kinde and wire nails
It has 132 machines, the eapacity of which
is 60,000 net tons of drawn wire, 20,000 net
tons of barbed wire fencing, etc., and 600,-
000 kegs of nails.

LABOR TO HAVE AN ARNMY.

Chicage Trad s Unions May Charter Mili-
tary Companies to Fight Pinkertons,

CHICAGO, July 9. —According to siate-

“I am thoroughly in earnest when I say
that the lsbor organizations of Chicago
should send an armed body to Homestead
to protect the strikers’ rights,”” said Hugh
Merrm.lakz State Organizer of nters”
Couneil. *““We certainly have as much
right to arm and equip ourselves as have
the Pinkertons. If any barrier is placed to
our entrance into Pennsylvania then we
eould insist that the same course be pur-
sued hereafter with the Pinkertons.”

“That stuff and nonsense is a libel upon
honorable workmen," ssid William A. Pink-
erton, referring to report of the proposed
formation of workmen's anti-Pinkerton mili-
tary companies. The idea that they should
form companies of semi-militia andy prepars
to fight those hired to protect propertyl

s scheme.”

ALL 'FRISCO SHAKEN

By Several Powder Mill Ex-
plosions in Quick Suc-
cession Near Town.

FELT 80 MILES DISTANT.

More Thana Score of Chinamen and
Three Whites in the Rivers

FLAMES IGNITE THE MAGAZINES,

The Detonations Break Windows Over a
Large Fart of the Etate

THE WORK OF REBCUE DANGEROUB YET.

BAN FRAXNCISCO, July9.—At 9:23 o’clock
this morning this city was shaken from end
to end by a terrific explosion. What it was
or where it ocourred no one could tell Be-
fore the people had recovered another ex-
plosion, fully as severe as the first, again
shook buildings and caused windows 1o
rattle.

People began to realize that only the ex-
plosion of a powder mill could have pro-
duced a shock of that nature. This ex-
planation had hardly been arrived at when
at 9:830 there ocourred a terrific explosion
that shattered windows all over town, blew
in skylights, broke plate glass on Montgom-
ery avenue, California strest, Montgomery
street, Kearney strret and other thorough-
fares and caused people to rush into the
streets as though a convulsion was about to
tumble all the buildings about their ears.

The consternation was still at its height
when there followed two more shocks, little
less severe than the terrific one which had
just been felt. Glass rattled into the streets
all over the oity, and not a few buildings,
sccording to their inmates, came mear pol-
lapsing.

Looking for Bulldings to Collspss.

Men in the tower of the fire alarm station
were sure that the structure was going to
collapse. Al the Palace Hotel there was
great fesr among the guests, and all over
the city there was a leeling of alarm. The
intensity of the shoek ean be appreciated
when it was known that it was distinetly
felt at Sacramento, 80 miles distant, and
that windows were cracked at N;Jrl and
other points along the bay shore, 25 miles
from the seene of the explosion.

Along the east side of San Francisco bay
are s number of large powder manufactories
which have been scenes of periodical ex-

losions in which & number of lives have
u lost. At Highland, sbout half & mile
from West Berkeley and north of Berkeley
and Osakland, are located the works of the
Giant Powder Company, consisting of
chemical works, mixing and pmkinfl houses,
five large buildings in all, together with
three large powder magazines and a number
of smull ones, and it was here that the ex-
plosion occurred this morning.

The explosion began in the nitro-glycerine
works, and the concussion soon caused an
explosion in one of the magasines

A Fire Among the Magnxines,

Flames also broke out to add tg the dan-
ger, and thongh & wrecking train had
promptly been sent from Oakland, the ef-
forts of the crew were confined to a large
extent to keeping off the great crowds that
pressed forward to the scene; for within 200
yards of the flames, unknown to many, was
& magazine containing 300 toms of black
powder, the explosion of which would have
cuused terrible iatality.

The work of gathering the remains of the
dead and caring for any who might have es-
caped from the fames and ruins was pushed
forward as rapidly as possible, but the
scene was one of sueh confusion and danger
that the work was slow at the best. v
flames from the burning packing aud mixing
houses were indescribably fierce, driving
the crowds back repeatedly. Chinamen
were huddled together in little ka with
scorched faces and hands. Their suffering
was intense. Even surgeons were pre-
vented from {:::ing the guards, for the
largest of the bl wder magazines lay
just over the brow ot the hill, and flames
from the burning wreckage were creeping
nearer and neaver from top of the hill. Just
about the ne could be seen evidenoes
of the explosion. ®

The Giant lagaxine the First to Go.

On the western slope the secattered tim-
bers qf the giant powder house were blaz.
ing furiously, while a dittle yellow st
trlckling down toward the bay, show
where the contents of the acid tanks had
emptied themselves. All the mixing and
packing houses of the black ro!rder depart-
ment and the sulphur mill were in ashes.
The damnge to black powder works
alone will amount to over $75,000.

The very first explosion that oecurred
caused the gisnt powder msagazine to go up,
The black powder mills Iay directly in the
path ot the explosion, and burning brands
were heaped upon the already wrecked
buildings. Almost before the frightened
Chinamen could collect their senses, the
powder in the black mills exploded.

It was for a long time impossible to gain
any idea of the number of lives lost.- ;.Eha
mansgers declined to give out any particn-
lars, and, as most of the men employed
were Chinese, the names were not ogtlinl-
ble. However, an estimate was made at 1
o‘clock that there were 104, of whom 101
were Chinamen, but there was reason to be-
lieve that that estimate was far in excess of
the actoal number. Only two bodies of
Chinamen were found up to this evening,
but 1t ia believed that several others lost
their lives

A Bottle of Acld Does the Mischief,

The cause of the explosion is said to have
been the upsetting of &bottle of acid in vhe
office, which set fire to the building. Early
this afternoon no one would ap the
magazine which had not exploded, and
which contained over 300 tons of giant pow-
der and dynsmite. Fortuoately, however,
the fire kept away from the main m ine.

Three white men who were working in
the ni lycerine house were killed.
They were John Bowe, Wallace Dickerson
and Charles Guberlige. Their bodies were
found. The head engineer ot the g'lc{oorlnu
house was blown 20 feet and knocked sense-
less. The first explosion gave the men in
other departinents warning, and they ran
in time to escape. A boy named Borchero
was blown h the roof of one of the
buildings. He will die.

The body of a Chinamsn was found on the
railroad track half s mile from the works
The remains of a Chinese boy, frightfully
mangled, were found near the scene. John
Fuarley, s workman, walking near the mix-
ing house, was blown into the bay, but
swam out. The bodies of the three white
men were found in the debris, terribly
mangled

The Havoc Among Windows.-

Obe of the most striking features of the
explosion was the extent of damage in the
way of broken windows that it cansed in
this city, 12 miles from the scene. Phe offi-
cers of t‘. Gisnt Powder Company went to
the scene after the explosion ocourred. As
they saw the wreck of nearly every structure,
they  expressed gratification at the
extremely small loss of life, consid the

THE BIG FIRE IS STILL RAGING.

Telegraph Company Headquartsrs Driven
From Place to Place.

A LARGE LOSS OF LIFE IS PROBABLE

HALIFAX, N. 8, July 9. —Forty-six
years and one month ago to-day a fire broke
out in 8t Johns, the capital of Newfomnd-
land, that destroyed a great part of the
city., Damage was donme amounting to
£1,000,000 and several lives were lost in
the flames

Yesterday afternoon a fire broke out in
St Johns that threatens to far exceed in
extent of money damage and loss of lite
that of the disastrous conflagration of 1846,
Abont 4 o’slock s house on Long’s Hill was
discovered to be on fire. Owing to a south-
west wind the fire spread to an adjoining
building.

Desperate efforis were made to stay the
progress of the fire, but it was soon seen
that these would prove fruitiess DMost of
the houses en Long’s ®ill were very old
wooden ones, and they ecaught fire and
burned with great rapidity. Large burning
brands were caught up by the wind and car-
ried to the roofs of other structures, which
wera soon burning furiously. It was seen
that the fire department was helpless, and
the residents in the path that the fire was

A New Methodist Colicge Burned.

It is feared these people lost their lives
by their foolbardiness in returning te their
homes when the flames wers close upon
them. While these dwelling houses were
burning unhindered, it was found that the
new Methodist College was on fire. Efforts
were made to save this bnilding, but they
were fruitless. The eollege was the
edneational headquarters of the Methodists
is Newfoundland.

By this time the wind was blowing a gale
and the fire was spreading with terrible
rapidity., Buildings situated some distance
from the burning structures caught fire from
the burning embers and were destroyed
without a hahd being raised to save them.
The firenen and the populace were com-
pletely paralyzed, and the fire did its work
of destruction without stay.

It was now growing dark and the scene was
a magnificent and appalling one. Building
after building caught fire. The whole city
was as light as day. The roar of the flames
was terrible, and the heat was so intense
that it was impossible to get anywhere near
the burning buildings. en, women and
children ran about in terror, and thisves,
taking advantage of the confusion, entered
houses that had been deserted by their ocon-
pants and stole whatever they could. lay
their hands on.

Several Magnificent Bullidings Destroyed,

The fire burned out the telegraph office,
hence for & time all communication with
the outer world was cut off This morning
the telegraph officials established & tem-
porary office in what they considered a safe
part of the city, and further details were re-
ceived,

These later dispatches stated that the fire
had raged all night, and threatened to de-
stroy the whole city. Itis known positive
that one man and six childeen have per-
ished, but it is thought that when the ter-
rible excitement subsides it will be found
that the lossof life is much greater.

A later dispatch states that the Parlia-
ment buildings have been destroyed, and
that st the time the dispatch was sent fully
600 buildings had been burned. Many of
these were dwelling houses, und their oecu-
pants have been compelled to seek re!ugn in
the fielde. The military authorities have
furnished them with as many tents as possi-
ble, and the ecivil authorities are doing
everything in their power to alleviate the
distress. Many have lost everything, sod
imperative calls have been made upon char-
ity in their behalf.

This morning the fire communicated to
the seal oil factories The whole southside
of the city is burning. A large fire is com-
ing down the Fresh Water Valley, throwing
the whole population of 8t. Johns in an
agony of despair, seeing before them the
probably complete extinction of their city.
